EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

4. The Examiner's Amendment has been made in order to correct the typographical 
error, and further to maintain consistent terminology in the preamble. 



35 USC § 101 

5. Claim 5 is directed to "a tangible computer-readable medium", which is 
interpreted as physical memory or any other hardware embodiment of which examples 
are disclosed on page 12, third paragraph or being illustrated in figure 4A. 
Consequently, claim 5 is considered statutory as it is consistent with provisions of 35 
U.S.C 101. 

6. Furthermore similarly claim 6 discloses an apparatus comprising a plurality of 
means for performing plurality of tasks, it is noted that the Examiner interpreted means 
in accord with figure 4A and disclosure on page 13, second paragraph reciting ""means 
forxxx" typically includes computer readable medium containing computer-executable 
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instructions for performing xxx". Furthermore wherein the computer-readable medium is 
considered herein as to exclusively include tangible mediums for instance physical 
memory in accord with the original specification on page 12, third paragraph. In addition 
the Applicant also submitted remarks addressing this particular issue on September 12, 
2008, explaining the means plus function language present in claim 6. Consequently, 
the means disclosed in claim 6 are considered to be a combination of hardware and 
software elements, hence held statutory in view of 35 U.S.C 101 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-6, 24 and 25 allowed . 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

9. With respect to claims 1, 3, 5, 6 and 24 . the prior art fails to teach a method 
and an apparatus for determining a longest matching prefix in a manner as disclosed in 
claims 1, 3, 5, 6, and 24, and in particular comprising: determining which particular first- 
level tiny tree of a plurality of first-level tiny trees to search based on a lookup value on 
T disjoint ranges defined by end points of prefixes represented by the first-level tiny 
trees and the one or more non-first-level tiny trees with the endpoint of a fully expanded 
prefix of the represented prefixes being the value of the fully expanded prefix itself and 
the endpoints of a non-fully expanded prefix being the non-fully expand prefix fully 
expanded with zeros and the non-fully expand prefix fully expanded with ones, with 
each of the T disjoint ranges including substantially the same number of the endpoints, 
wherein a first-level root node comprises plurality of keys defining a plurality of tiny 
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intervals (i.e. range defined by two consecutive keys) and further wherein a root node of 
the next-level tiny tree includes a plurality of keys defining a plurality of tiny intervals to 
compare with the lookup value and a back value to identify a matching prefix. 

1 0. As to claims 2, 4 and 25 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claims 1 , 
3 and 24 respectively.
